The discussions and controversies 
which the late Rev. Henry Martyn held 
with the Learned in Persia, d-ring the 
short time that he passed among them 
before his lamented death, excited 
vreat attention. Copies of the pieces 
written in this singular, and, on his 
part, intrepid controversy. are now in 
this country; and will probably be giv- 
ento the public, in translations from the 
Persian Originals. 

We have seen a letter to a distin- 
guished Nobleman, from an English- 
man resident in Persia, in which he 
states, that Mr. Martyn’s discussions 
at Shiraz made so deep an impression 
on the people there, that many were 
converted secretly, and the Molwahs 
iotally silenced. His books were put 
into the hands of men of the greatest 
celebrity and talents, in order to their 
being refuted — In various places, eulo- 
ziums on the Gospel were openly ut- 
tered ; and an earnestness aud mildness 
of inquiry evinced, by many of the 
learned, into the character and nuission 
of the Messiah. 


Extract of a letter from a Mahomedan 
in Persia, professing his thorough 
conviction of the ti uth 0 of Christianity 
obtained, in part, from his perusal of 
Mr. Martyn’s books. 

I have long directed my attention to 
investigate the different existing reli- 
gions; and, having read various histo- 
ries and other books, i have collected 
more or less information an the subject, 
and satisfied myself that the religion of 
Mahomed is vain, and devoid of the 
ornaments of truth. I also studiously 


examined the religion of the Jews, of 
the Magi, and others ; but I could not 
obtain that satisfaction from any, which 
I wanted. 


I therefore attended the 
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Learned and the Ministers of the Chris- 
tian Religion, discussing with them va- 
rious systems ; and, among others, the 
Five Sects of Islamism; and discover- 
ed the vanity and insufficiency of each. 
The result of the whole is this, that 1 
adopted, in my heart, the Christian Re- 
ligion—in my heart, because the pro- 
fession and practice of it, in a country 
of Mahomedans, is impossible. I now 
therefore take the liberty of addressing 
you most earnestly, requesting that 
you will not withhold your kindness and 
benevolence from me, but that I may 
pass the rest of my life under your pro- 
tection, devoting myself to the worship 
of God. I am now twenty-five years 
old. Iam totally unable of myself to 
go to you. Oh, how happy should I 
consider myself, if you would comply 
with my wishes! So far as I can 
see, 1 have no other resource, but 
to go to you. I have no other, 
know no other, who can liberate my 
life from sin. May the season of your 
life and prosperity long remain ! 
P.S. 1 have two brothers, who are 
of the same way of thinking with my- 
self. 


Christian Lecture in a Chinese Temple. 


The Rev. Mr. Milne, Missionary in India, 
writes to the British and Foreign Bible Society, 
under date of Dec. 27, ls16— 

Having obtained permission to open 
a Weekly Lecture for the benetit of 
the Chinese, in the ‘Temple of Ta peh 
Kung, the place is sometimes full; and 
it would, L think, be gratifying to the 
Members of the Bible Society, to see 
half a dozen New ‘Testaments taken 
out, and opened in this idol’s temple by 
the Heathen, in order to search for the 
text, or to look over the passage ex- 
plained. This is usually the case. 
‘There are some who had received the 
Chinese Testaments two years ago. 
They bring them trom thetr hous- 
vs, und carry them back when the 
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service is over. How great a blessing 
will the Bible Society prove to the 
world! flow importait its assistance to 
Missionaries !

left Sierra Leowe, in the brig Success. Mr. 
Mills was seized with fever, atier they had 
been a short time at sea, and died in a few 
days. Mr. Burgess is now in this country, en 
his way home to his own—bereaved, indeed, 
thus of his pious and inteiligent companion ; 
but not disappointed, we trust, in the ol! je ect of 
their researche

‘PROCEEDINGS OF THE LONDON SOCI- 


ETY FOR CHRISTANIZING THE JEWS. 


Extract of a leiter from the Rev. R. 
Pinkerion. Polangen, July 10, 1318. 


I paid a visit to a colony of Koraite 


Jews, who have inhabited this delight- 
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ful spot, Troki, on the borders of the 
lake Bienal, for several centuries past. 


On entering the house of their chief 


Rabbi, I saluted him ia Tartar, and to 
my astonishment was answered in the 
sanie language. I inquired, whence 
they originally came? ‘The answer 
was, from the Crimea, that they and 
their ancestors had resided in Troki. 
for nearly four hundred years, and tha 

they possess very distinguished _ privi- 
leges from the ancient dukes of Lithu- 
ania, and kings of Poland. Before J 


had finished my inguiries, the house of 


ihe middle-aged Rabbi was filled with 
the brethren, who were all anxious to 
kuow who the stranger was, and what 
he wanted. Our conversation then be- 
gan about the signs of the times, and 
the coming of the Messiah, and lasted 
upwards of an hour and a half. J 
stated the truth as clearly and forcibly 
as Lcould. The Rabbi defended his 
position, that the Messiah was still to 
come, with the Old Testament in his 
hand ; but having no ‘Pamuldic inter- 
pretations to screen himself behind, he 
was soon at a great loss. The people 
in the mean tune were all eye, all ear. 
They had never heard such discourse 


before.—The Rabbi was at last so’ 


much touched with. what was said, that 
he changed colour, turned pale, and 
looked aside. 

Another of hisbrethcen, a merchant, 
well dressed, then came forward, and 
with considerable shrewdnees : attempt- 
ed to defend: the cause in the view of 
the people, who were now muttering 
to each other, and anxious to know, 
how all this would end. Having prov- 
ed to him also, that Messiah must 
needs have come, I spoke of the purity 
and spirituality of the Gospel, and of 
that eternal life, which is revealed ig 
the doctrines which Christ taught. The 
merchant, I found, had read the Polish 
New-Testament with considerable at- 
tention. The Rabbi stood like one 
confounded: I never saw any indivi- 
dual in such a state before. I asked 
them, whether they had ever read the 
doctrines of Christ and his apostles in 
Hebrew ? The question seemed to 
rouse their curiosity in the extreme. 
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They replied. they had 
thing existed, but had never s: 
brew New- Pestainent. 

By this time my calash and servant 
with fresh horses were belore the door. 
T took out five copies of the Hebr 
New-Testaments, and presented 
Rabbi with the first =) 
get new animation at the sight, and 
accepted it most willingly, embraced 
and thanked me for it. i then gave a 
copy to the merenant, who se emed 
less overjoyed, and was wart 
expressions of gratitude.

And 
when we furthermore consider the pro- 
mise God gave to our father Abraham, 
as fulfilled in our Saviour, there can be 
no doubt that Jesus is, and ever shall 
be, the promised Missiab. 

“We fecl it: and the most pious 
character among us, the most scrupu- 
lous in performing every rite, lives in a 
continual anxiety and distress, not find- 
ing in himself any true satisfaction. 
Aid why because he wants a Media- 
tor, who is uble to save to the utter- 
most, all them who through Him come 
ty God, as He lives for ever to make 
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intercession for us. I hope the time 
is not far distant, when we shall divest 
ourselves of the proud self-conceit of 
our own righteousness, and when we 
shall be awakened from our deep 
slumber, that Christ may enlighten us. 

“Excuse me, most honored Sir, I 
only ought to tell you my own convic- 
tions concerning religion. But the ten- 
derness of my heart towards my bre- 
thren, leads me to tell you, how much 
I wish them to enjoy the free course of 
the Gospel, that all tongues may con- 
fess, that Jesus Christ is the Lord, to 
the honor of God the Father.

The gentleman to whom this con- 
fession was addressed, not being satis- 
fied with the views of the sacrifices a- 
dopted by the writer from Maimonides, 
advised him to read the letter to the 
Hebrews, where the true tendency of 
the sacrifices, as typifying the atone- 
ment of Jesus Christ, is clearly ex- 
plained. Whereupon he received the 
tollowing declaration : 

“ lam perfectly convinced, that the 
sacrifices of the aucient covenant were 
presented, not for political purposes, 
but in obedience to the divine com- 
mand, as a necessary means for ob. 
taining the forgiveness of sin. The 
sacrifices, with the whole ceremoniat 
service, have now ceased, and our 
eternally sufficient sacrifice is the blood 
of Christ; which He has offered to 
God, thereby to procure eternal re- 
demption, But what I wrote in my 
former paper was not relative to my 
own view of the subject, but relative to 
that of my brethren, who do not regard 
these sacrifices as abolished. And 
though they cannot offer any now, still 
tue) chatter every morning and even- 
ing the prescribed form of sacrificing 
and burning incense ; imagining that 
this 1» as wel pleasing to God, as the 
sacrifices and burning of incense w ere 
of old. What confusion of ideas ! 
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“ This proud conceit is, in my opin- 
jon, the greatest obstacle which im- 
edes the propagation of the Gospel 
among the jews. No means should 
therefore remain untried, to convince 
then of the fallacy of their ideas con- 
cerning sacrifices, and to prove to 
them, that even their most learned 
tabbies, though they believed that 
God had instituted the sacrifices, were, 
noless than St. Paul, convinced that 
the blood of bulls and goats could not 
taxe away sin. But, as these truly 
sensible Rabbies were ignorant of the 
real purpose of the sacrifices, they 
supposed that God had instituted thein 
in order to prevent idolatrous services. 
Blessed be our Father in Heaven; 
blessed be our Saviour Jesus Christ, 
whose words are also to me the words 
ef eternal life, and the comfort of my 
existence now and for ever.”

A Welchman would set fire to the 
world, while you were lighting your 
match.” The whole company became 
very much interested in this new turn 
of the subject, and unanimously re- 
quested the good man to give them 
some specimen of the style and man- 
ner of preaching in the Principality.— 
‘“ Specimen,” said he, “I cannot give 
you; if John Elias were here, he 
would give you a specimen indeed— 
oh! John Elias is a great preacher.” 
“ Well,” said the company, “ give us 
something that you have heard from.” 
“Oh no!” said he, “ I cannot do jus- 
tice to it;—hbeside, "do you understand 
the Welch language?” ‘They said, 
‘No, not so as to follow a discourse. ” 
“ Then,” said he, “ it-is impossible for 
ye to understand it, if I were to give 
you a specimen.” But,” said they, 
“cannot you put it into English i z? 
“Oh!” said he, “your poor meagre 
janguage would spoil it; it is not capa- 
ble of expressing those ideas which u 
Welchman can conceive;—I cannot 
give you a specimen in English with- 
out spoiling it.”—The interest of the 
company was increased, and nothing 
would do but something of a specimen ;

My dear friend—I have great things 
to teil you which Lam sere will rejoice 
your heart, and enable you to jom 
with me in ascribing praise and giory 
to flim who sitteta on the ‘ibrone, 
who ruleth in the armies of Lleaven 
above, and who superiniendeth the af- 
fairs of this lower world. We do be- 
lieve the set time to favour Zion is 
come, and what Christian Coes not re- 
jeice that ne lives in such a day ! 

Bui to give you an account of the 
state of religion in this place, let me 
begin in aright manner. 

At the meeting of the Windham 
Association in the fell, the state of re- 
Jigion through the «hole county, was 
cousidered to be very low; no remark- 
abie attention being paid to it in any 
town, and it was thovght advisable 
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thata Church Fast should be appointed. 
According to vote it was appointed 
and kept througheut the county on 
the last Friday of October. Seon af- 
ter, Mr. Nettleton, a most powerful 
promoter of revivals, providentially 
came here. Surely it was the Lord’s 
doings! After the fast, a revival soon 
commenced; and never have [ wit- 
nessed such a scene. The most ob- 
durate, the infidel, the universalist, 
the profane, the stout-hearted, all 
seem to bow before him. Never did 
I see such a solemnity in every coun- 
tenance. Quite a number are rejoic- 
ing in hope—many are in great dis- 
tress, and all seem to be anxicusly en- 
quiring what they shall do. Not less 
than three or four hundred have as- 
sembled to attend conferences; so 
many that we cannet meet in private 
houses. I hope I shall be able to give 
you a joyful account of many who are 
weary and heavy laden. We wish an 
interest in the prayers of Christians 
that this glerious work may be carried 
on til every soul shall be converted to 
God. 





For the Religious Intelligencer. 
WESTFIELD SUNDAY SCHOOL. 
Eutract from the Report for 1818. 


‘* Persuaded that all, who are friends 
‘o moral truth, will deeply feel the 
rmuportance of early inculeating the 
sacred principles of our religion, those 
who have superintended the JVestfe/d 
Sunday School, are peculiarly gratified 
mi Sslating Its progress and success. 
We feel assured, that parents wiil re- 
jJoice with us, at every testimony of 
improvement in their children. 

Our School commenced, on the 
last Sabbath of May last, and hascon- 
tinued about four mouths to the pres- 
ent tine. 

The whole number, this year, is 
something less than it was the last. 
We had at the beginning of the School, 
upwards of 200 scholars. Tue num. 
ber of those who statedly attended, 
jrowever, was Considerably less ; prob- 
ably, upon an average, not more than 
260. Exertious bave been repeated- 





ly made, to induce others to attend ; 
but they have, in many instances, 
been ineffectual. Parents have cither 
undervalued the important privilege 
of a Sunday School, or they have dis- 
approved the designs of it. 

It does not follow, however, because 
our number of Scholars, this year, is 
less than it was the last, that our school 
is of course less popular sow, than it 
was then. 

Last year, a Sunday School, in this 
town, was a thing entirely norel; and 
many attended then to gratify their 
curiosity. They did not seem to seek 
instruction; and we fear, from their 
present delinguency, that their parents 
did not wish to have them. 

It was stated in our report of last 
year, (and with much gratification) 
that more than fen thousand verses of 
Scripture and Hlymns were recited. 
This was from an average number fof 
240. But although our present num- 
ber is much less than that, still a com- 
parison of the School of this year with 
the one of the last, affords much.en- 
couragement to renew our efforts. 

Our present school bas recited more 
than 40,000 verses of Scripture and 
Hymns, besides giving about 25,000 
answers iu their various Catechisms. 
The Cateclisuis from which more 
than half of these answers have been 
recited, were sucii as required reci- 
tals from the Testament verbatim, and 
in course. Sothat we may fairly esti- 
mate the numbr of verses in Scripture 
and Hymns, to be more than 50, 000. 
If we, therefore, take into considera- 
tion, the comparative diminution of 
our numbers this year, at will be seen 
that the present school has recited 
nearly ten times as much as the former 
oue. 

Weare highly gratified in being a- 
ble to state further, that the schoiars, 
have in general, demeaned themselves 
with the strictest propriety. They 
have listened -with-attention to the 
moral instruction, which has, from 
time to time, been given them: and 
we have already much reason to be- 
lieve, that our exertions, in promoting 
a Sunday Scheol, have been salutary. 
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But although the school in mary 
respects, offers encouragement to re- 
peat our eflorts unovher year, we are 
far believing that it is now organized 
upon the best plan. In order to place 
it under proper regulations, a sinall 


fund is necessary, for the purpose of 


defraying the unavoidable expenses of 
sue an establishment. 

From enquiry, made in the early 
part of the season, many children were 
fouud destitute of suilicient clothing, 
to appearia public. Several of them 
were supplied ; but our resources, were 
by no means adequate to the calls of 
charity. Many, therefore, who most 
needed instruction, have been depri- 
ved of the advantages of the school. 

It seems indispensably necessary, 
that some method should be adopted, 
to furnish bovks and clothing, for those 
who are destitute of, and unable to 
procure them. 

About 200 religious tracts have been 
distributed, through the generosity of 
the Tract Society in this town; aud we 
have, at our own expeuse, distributed 
several Catechisms, but not to the ex- 
tent which was needed. 

We believe no method would more 
eflectualiv promote Ue proper designs 
of a Sunday School, than that of be- 
stowing premiums, as a reward of mer- 
itand improvement. The expences 
of such an arraugement, though small, 
is greater than those who superintend 
the school, are willing to incur with- 
out assistance. 

It 1s evident, that unless some of the 
foregoing wants can be supplied, an 
important part of our designs will be 
defeated. 

In places, where Sunday Schools 
liave been more systematically estab- 
lished, the Church has formed itself 
into a society, and raised funds soffi- 
cient to meet the necessary expenses. 
They have furnished the whole with 
Catechisms, supplied the poor with 
clothing, and given premiums to ex- 
cite a laudable ambition. 

The establishment of Sunday 
Schools, is no longer an experiment. 
They have been successfully promea- 


ted in almost all the principal towns 
in the United States. 

The question now, does not seem to 
be, issuch,a School, on the whole, ex- 
pedient. But is it not the duty of 
Christians to adopt the most plausible, 
and hitherto, the most successful meth- 
od, to check the early growth of per- 
wicious principles, and to inculcate in 
their stead, habits of piety and virtue. 

Every Christian, who reflects upon 
the subject, will be convinced, that the 
moral! instruction of children, has been 
too much neglected. Christians have 
not been sufficiently active, in scatter- 
iug the light of their religion. The 
most obvious means of doing good, 
have been too often overlooked, wi- 
der the apparent impression, that the 
old beaten track must not be departed 
from. But the unparalleled efforts of 
the: present day, prove the wonderful 
effect of united exertion, and show us 
how much remains to be done by 
Christian benevolence.”

REPORT 


Of the School under the care of the Fx- 
MALE SAsBATH Association, of the 
Seconp Prespyrerian Cuxurcn, in 
the City of Philadelphia 
The first Female Sunday School in: 

the City of Philadelphia, was institu- 

ted by an association of young ladies 
belonging to the congregation of the 

Second Presbyterian Church, in Arch 

Street, in the month of September, 

eighteen hundred and fifteen. Sonu- 

merous were the children, who ap- 
peared on the first opening of the 
school, that the teachers were at once 
convinced it was their duty to perse- 
vere in the object of their undertaking, 
by adopting a system to reduce them 
to order, and ,romote their improve- 
meut; this they have happily effected, 
in a degree surpassing their expecta- 
tions. No less than six hundred and 
thirty-three children have been adinit- 
ted into this school since its com- 
mencement, one hundred and sixteen 
of whom now appear to be permanent 
scholars, forty of that number having 


























continued with us since the beginning. 
It may not be amiss, here to remark, 
that the school is divided into four 
classes, and those classes into sections 
of teneach. The general improve- 
ment in the school is very evident. 
The lower classes are advancing as 
fast as we have reason to expect from 
children of their years, but among the 
high classes, improvement is particu- 
larly obvious and into these classes a 
number have been promoted, whose 
industry and talents entitled them to 
distinction; in one instance, a scholar 
was removed from nearly the lowest 
division inthe school to the first divis- 
jon in the first class, in which station, 
her conduct continued to merit our 
approbation until she left the school. 
From among the elder girls, several in 
the course of the last year, have niade 
an open profession of religion, whose 
first impressions (we have reason to 
believe) originated tn the school by 
reading the Scriptures and enjoying 
such other means cf grace asare there 
alforded. A number of premiuins 
have been disposed of among the 
most deserving of the pupils, and ia 
connexion with the tickets used as re- 
wards have proved a stimulus to dili- 
gence throughout the school, {tis a- 
iiong our rules, to claim a ticket from 
any one who misconducts herself in 
church, but we are happy in saying, 
few instances have occurred where it 
has appeared necessary to exact the 
penalty; the children, generally s; eak- 
ing, conduct theniscives wiih great 
propriety during public worship. At 
such times as they have been addres- 
sed by pivus persons in the session 
room, their bebavior has been respect- 
ful, and a few, appeared to have taken 
a Serious interest in what they heard. 
It seems our duty not to omit mention- 
ing, that in the past year, one of the 
number we had /aught made applica- 
tion to be received as aa feacher, and 
being admitted as such, has now a class 
under her care, and takes an active 
part in the opening of the school. At 
the solicitation of a number of aduit 
persons an adultclass has been formed 
in our schoo!, the members of which 
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Association. Ded, 
manifest the utmost solicitule to be in- 
stracted,and are regulariy progvessing. 

As an illustration of the guod effecis 
of inculeating on iufant ininds a rev- 
erence for the toly Sabbath, we vive 
the following relation: ove of our 
children, ou observing that her moth- 
er was busied in sewing onthe Sabbath 
day, gravely said, “mammy if you 
were to go where do, you would not 
work ou Sunday;” this unlooked for 
admonition of her child, to whom it 
was her duty to have given a better 
example, carried conviciion to hee 
mind; her hands and her work feil 
togethe nor did she regain her peace 
tiil she SUuug he at: the footstool of 
Sovereign Mercy. ‘But we are enabled 
to trace the progress of this good werk 
still farther, and discover that thro’ her 
justrumentality, one of her neiyhbours 
has been induced to accompany her 
to the church, where, it has please 
the Most Uligh to seal the messages of 
his grace upoa her heart, and we ham- 
bly trust, to save her trom des:ruction. 
They have both since been admitted 
to the church communion 

The teachers would do violence to 
their own feelings, and they doubt not, 
deprive you of a gratification of no or- 
dinary cast, were they to refrain from 
relating t the follow: ig interesting occur- 
rence. Anaffectingaccountoftie mis- 
erable condition of a numerous Ciass 
of poor and orphan children at Bom- 
bay, in the East Indies, being read be- 
fore the school, the sympatiy of the 
scholars was strongly excited, and 
they voluntarily resolved upon ‘form- 
ing themselves inio a soc sieiy for the 
relief of at least one solitary sufferer, 
by individually paying six and a quar- 
ter cents a month, inio the hands of 
one of their teachers. ‘This infant et- 
fort, with a litle friendly aid, has in 
the Jast year, actually enabled their 

Treasurer to pay over thirty dollars, 

to be forwarded to the Rev. Mr. May, 

resident missionary at that place, by 
which means a liitle pagan boy, will 
be taken into his family, fed, clothed 
and instructed for one whole year, at 
the end of which, they calculate hav- 
ing a like sum forwarded fur continu- 
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ing him in a course of Christian im- 
provement, fondiy hoping that through 
the biessing of Almighty God, he may 
become a faithful and successful la- 
bourer in the same vineyard with our 
beloved pastor, whose name, they de- 
sire he may bear.

CKBRIDGE INDIANS. 
Extract of a letter from a Clergyman 
in Ohio to the Editor of the Panoplist. 

In September seventy or eighty of 
the Stockbridge tribe of Indians pass- 
ed] through-this p'ace on their way to 
White River, Indiana. By sickness 
they were detained over the Sabbath, 
and asked if there was to be any 
meeting which they could atiend. 

They were informed that there 
would be a meeting, and that the 
Lord’s supper was to de administer- 
ed; at which they expressed great 
joy, and inquired if they could be ad- 
miited. Ou questioning them it was 
found, that ther chief and nine others 
were regular! y formed into a church ; 
and their-eredentials and ¢ appearance 
gave us Satisfactory evidence of their 
piety. A number of them attended 
public worship, dressed in the Indian 
habit, and six came forward to the 
communion table. They conducted 
with the uimost propriety and so!em- 
nity; and some were bathed in tears 
When the psalm was named, they all 
took out their books, and.turied tot. 
It was the most interesting day ever 
seen in this place. 

“On Monday [ visited them, con- 
versed and p:ayed with them, and was 
never more kindly and cordially ree 
ceived. I found that a large propor- 
tion of them had Bibles ang could 
read. The Chief had Scoit’s Family 
Bible. They also had other religious 
books. I conversed with one of the 
Indians, who had be n intoxicated 
While here. He was much affected, 


aod when they left us to pursue their 
journey, this man called, and asked 
me to remember him in my prayers; 
and said “ he heped God would take 
away bis stony heart.’ 


They are go- 
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ing to live with the Delawares, who 
are intimately connected with several 
other tribes. It appears to me that the 
hand of God is visible in their remov- 
al; and I consider it of great impor- 
tance that they be immmediately fol- 
lowed by a missionary.

Kentucky is perhaps the 
only State in the Union where the 
leading Newspapers have been, aud 
still are, managed by men generally 
of decided hostility to the Gospel of 
God’s Son. The Monitor of Lexing- 
ton, bas indeed always had a religious 
cast: but, in its very best days, it par- 
took too much of the party politics o! 
the day, aud is now as much pledged 
to support Mr. Holly, as is any paper 
in the State. If the Christians of 
Kentucky are to show themselves, let 
them leave the politics of the day to 
the men of the day. Let them with- 
draw their support from the infidel 
Editors of Newspapers; and let thein 
unite in supporting some man who ts 
a known friend to the Gospel and Ge: 


vel instifutions.
